It is aad that oar friends must 
be taken from no by death's re- 
sistless hand, and their dead 
bodies bo carried out and away 
to some lonely spot and buried 
ont of our sight, but it is gratify- 
ing to have such friends ss will 
call np only pleasant recollec- 
tions when they have gone. In 
such cases, while we mourn, we 
are not without hope, neither are 
we forsaken, for their memory 
remains with ua. 

These remarks preface a brief 
biographical sketch of sister 
Libbis Kikhl, wife of brother 
Samuel Eiohl, the paster ot the 
Brethren church, ot Dayton, O. 
She was born in Montgomery 
county, Ohio, April 9th, 1829. 
Her maiden name was Sboup, 
belonging to the large and re- 
spectable families ot that name. 
In the year 1846 she married 
John Folkerth, with whom she 
bad four sons s George, Charles, 
Ethan and Truiusn, all still liv- 
ing and all honorable and worthy 
men, tbe first two being members 
of the Brethren church. Charles 
resides in Los Angeloe, Califor- 
nia at present, and the others 
live in Dayton. After the death 
of Folkerth, in the year 1861, she 
married brother Samuel Kiebl, 
trom which union she received 
two son and a daughter, Chester, 
Ambrose and Mary ; the latter 
was bom of her sister who died a 
few hours after, but reared and 
loved as her own, and consequent- 
ly was loved and is mourned as a 
mother. Ambrose and Mary are 
also members of the Brethren 
church. Shs was a member of 
ti^p .Brethren church for a num- 
be^ of, years, and in the late 
troubles shared tbe same fate a* 
onn- mauvotbUofns. I *" 
ribg Sister Kiebl was a 'goo* «om- 
that tberiTV -an '■ kindj humble; devobid and 
pious. Shs was a faithful, duti 
fnl wife, and *q hei; husband 
truly a helpmeet. A> a, mother 
she was kind and self -sacrificing, 
and raised her children ;for good 
and use/ulnes*; and" Ae esteem' 
in wnich,she was held by^er 
children *hows how well she did 
ber work: "they rise up and call 
her bleeeod," It was'* 1 pleasure 
to be in the borne of such a tarn 
ily, and perhaps for that reason 
so many of oar ministers parti- 
cipated io their hospitalities, and 
will tetaify to these facts. 

Sister Kiebl did indeed set her 
house in order. When she be- 
came afflicted, she sent for the 
elder* and was anointed. When 
are' riot the it became apparent that her 
e as in- "sickness would be unto death," 


drew nearer, she gave toll in- 
structions as to ber funeral ser- 
vice*, requesting that all ostenta- 
tion shonld be avoided. She 
selected the 111 Psalm to be 
read, and the hymn* 140, 299, 
and 266 in the Hy moody to bo 
sung, and had requested a lady 
friend to lead the singing. Being 
a friend of the family, and per 
haps especially having frequently 
served them in the darkest days 
of the Dayton city church, I was 
called to serve at the funeral, 
Tbe services were held at the 
house, and were brief. Rev. G. 
M. Matthews, of the U. B. 
church, closing with appropriate 
biographical remarks. May aha 
real in peace, and may God com- 
fort the bereaved family.
